been “found” in Saudi Arabia. 

US. and Saudi geologists, work- 
ing in a mountainous region be- 
tween Mecca and Medina known 
as Mahd adh Dhahab, or Cradle 
of Gold, say they have found 
evidence that the long-abandoned 
mine was probably the only one 
within range of ancient israel 
capable ef producing the quan-

Although Ophir is mentioned 
im at least four books of the 
Bible, its location is never specifi- 
ed and other decuments offer 
little more than speculation that 
Solomon's mine was samewhere 
in India or southern Africa or

According to the Bible (I Kings, 
Chapters +4 through 10) 1,036 
telents—about 34 tons of gold— 
were brought to Jerusalem from 
Ophir by. Solomon's workers, This 
quantity, worth about $125 mil- 
lion at today's prices, is thought 
to have constituted about half 
the known gold supply of the 
ancient world 

According to biblical accounts, 
gold was so plentiful during Solo- 
mon's reign, from 974 to 937 BC

Henry Kissiagér'’s recéption in Stockholm 
was the stormiest af his present journey. 
But. on the official side at least, his visit 
made progress toward restoring more effec- 
tive diplomatic relations betweén Sweden 
and the United States. That is good. for a 
mumiber of reasons, 


Sweden is a nation of some 8 million 
people. highly literate, remarkably homo- 
geneous in religious and ethnic background, 
possessing a practicable mix of natural re- 
sources and industrial capability. More- 
over, tt has not been engaged in war since 
Napoieon’s campaigns left it with the Ber- 
nadotte dynasty and has 4 tradition of basic 
political stability. All of this makes it an 
excellent proving ground for social experi- 
mentation. What works in Sweden will not 
necessarily be efficient or even feasible in 
more complex or larger national commu- 
nities, but would at least prove how human- 
ΤΣ can, under favorable circumstances, ad~ 
fust to its environment and itself. 


Consequently. Sweden is important to the 
‘orld. But at the same time, it would be 
useful for the Swedes, including their 
Premier Olof Palme, to cultivate a sense of 
perspective and the sense of humor that is 
one aspect of It.

‘The subcommitiee study cover- 
ed 66 of the 100-odd cases in 
which companies have come for- 
ward to admit questionable pay- | 
ments to the SEC. with the un- 
derstanding that by doing so 
there was less likelihood of en- 
forcement action.
